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CITATION AND NOTIFICATION OF PENALTY 


We believe that you violated the Animal Welfare Act (7 U.S.C. § 2131 et seq.) 
(AW A), as described below. 


Date of Violation: November 5, 2012 

9 C.F.R. § 2.40(b)(2) Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinary care 
(dealers and exhibitors). Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain 
programs of adequate veterinary care that include the use of appropriate methods 
to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries, and the availability 
of emergency, weekend, and holiday care. 

You failed to provide adequate labeling on medication that was located 
in the whelping facility. 

Date of Violation: November 5, 2012 

9 C.F.R. § 3.2(b) Ventilation. Indoor housing facilities for dogs and cats must be 
sufficiently ventilated at all times when dogs or cats are present to provide for 
their health and well-being, and to minimize odors, drafts, ammonia levels, and 
moisture condensation. Ventilation must be provided by windows, vents, fans, or 
air conditioning. 

You failed to provide proper ventilation in the indoor whelping facility. 
APHIS officials observed a strong odor of ammonia present, and their 
noses began burning and then started running. 

Date of Violation: January 24, 2013 

9 C.F.R. § 2.40(b)(2) Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinary care 
(dealers and exhibitors). Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain 
programs of adequate veterinary care that include the use of appropriate methods 
to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries, and the availability 
of emergency, weekend, and holiday care. 

You failed to provide adequate veterinary care for 1 female Yorkshire 
Terrier who was limping on her left front leg and had a swollen and 
reddened area on one of her pads. 
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Date of Violation: July 24, 2013 

9 C.F.R. § 2.40(b)(2) Attending veterinarian and adequate veterinary care 
(dealers and exhibitors). Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain 
programs of adequate veterinary care that include the use of appropriate methods 
to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries, and the availability 
of emergency, weekend, and holiday care. 

You failed to provide adequate veterinary care for the following 
animals: 

1) 1 black female Maltese/Poodle that had brown crusted material 
around both eyes and a white creamy discharge in the right eye; as well 
as fecal material entangled with the hair on the dogs’ head, legs, back, 
and abdomen; 

2) 1 black Maltese/Poodle that had two linear wounds on her left side; 
and 

3) 1 male Maltese/Poodle who was observed shaking his head and 
scratching his left ear. The skin on the inside of the ear flap and upper 
part of the ear canal had become thickened with a dark colored 
discharge. 

The penalty for the alleged violation(s) described above is $7,536.
